RUSSIA. 
The Acting British Vice-Consul at Baku (Mr. McDonell), writing 
Electrical in regard to possible openings for British trade 


in his district, notes a demand for electrical 
appliances of all kinds, not only for electric 
lighting plants, but also for drilling and pumping machinery 
for the oil fields. The great advantage of the use of electricity 
is its economy in space, the power being supplied from the 
central power station, and the erection of an extensive and 
cumbersome boiler plant is thus avoided where the land is required 
for drilling. It also has the advantage of cleanliness. All 
electrical plant is at present supplied from Germany. 


Appliances, 


Steam turbines have only lately come into use on the oilfields, and 

are now being used a great deal for driving 
Steam Turbines. electric dynamos, and for pumping installations. 

In one or two cases they have been tried with 
some success for driving the drilling rigs and baling drums in 
wells, Their chief advantage, besides a slight economy in steam, 
over the ordinary steam engine, is their compactness, and the 
comparative ease with which they can be moved from one well to 
another. Should these turbines eventually take the place of 
engines ip the derrick, they will then be in great demand. They 
should be of small horse power—say from 40 to 100. 


Oil motors for driving machinery are used very considerably in 
the outlying districts for driving the drilling 

Oil Motors. machinery in prospecting wells and for pumping 
installations. They are also used on the oilfields, 
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RUSSIA—continued. 


where adequate space for a boiler-house is not obtainable, or where 
the number of wells does not justify the erection of a boiler plant. 
These motors must be made to burn crude oil, as kerosene or 
benzine is too expensive. The motors used at present are mostly 
of foreign manufacture. The Germans only have lately put a new 
one on the market. There is a small but increasing demand for 
motors for boats, steam tugs, &c.: these also must be made to 
burn crude oil. 


Air compressors for pumping oil wells are also being considerably 
used now; these compressors are of the American 
Air Compressors. type, and supplied from America, though the 
Germans have lately placed one on the market. 


With reference to the market outside Baku, Mr. McDonell thinks 
there should be a good sale for agricultural 


Face aes pet 4 instruments and machinery of all kinds. These 
wee should be as little complicated as possible, as 
Machinery : : 

the labour is not skilled, and in many places 


there may be no workshop or skilled mechanic within 100 miles. 


There is a demand for rice-cleaning machinery. The cotton 
Dein ehiantaie cin industry, in the Transcaspia, Arax and Coura 
wre aged districts, has of late increased very considerably, 
Cotton-cleaning ; 
Machiner and is being pushed forward very energetically. 
ere All cotton plant should be of the American 
type—that is to say with saws instead of rollers for cleaning the 
cotton—as the cotton grown there is American not Egyptian. 
Several German firms have already supplied some of this machinery. 


Owing to the state of the country lately there has not been much 
demand for irrigation plants; in fact several of 
Irrigation Plant. the existing installations are now lying idle. 
As matters improve there will doubtless be an 
increasing demand for these plants. The installations used at 
Baku are comparatively small, it being found better to have 
several smaller stations than one central station. 


It is reported that there is a large scheme under consideration 
for wine growing in the Transcaspian district 
on a very extensive scale. This will call for 
wine presses and machinery. 


Wine Presses and 
Machinery. 


Nails, a very considerable item, are supplied from Russia. Gas 
2 ns pipes, well casing, &c., are also Russian. 
Triage Sasha? tg Belting, camel hair, is supplied mostly from 

Belting, fe. Germany, and only the finer grade comes from 
the United Kingdom. German belting is cheaper and: rougher, 
the eonditions at Baku, owing to the dust and sand, being such 


that a fine quality belting is not required.

Mr. McDonell further points out that Baku is so placed that it 
becomes as it were the central depét or market for Transcaspia, as 
well as for half of the Caucasus. Moreover, as industry increases 
in Persia, Baku will doubtless do a big trade with Northern Persia.

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TURKEY. 

The Acting British Consul at Jerusalem (Mr. F.G. Freeman), in his 
report on the trade of Palestine for 1906, states 
that in consequence of the growth of the popu- 
lation by the continuous influx of Jewish 
immigrants from Russia and elsewhere, the importation of build- 
ing materials such as iron and steel girders for roofing, corrugated 
iron sheets, tiles, planks and cement is increasing considerably. 
A very marked change is coming over Jerusalem and other towns 
through the substitution of girders and tiles for the time-honoured 
domed roofing. There is thus, says the Consul, an opening of 
which German, French, and Belgian exporters have not heen 
slow to avail themselves, and it ought to be worth the while of 
British exporters and steamship companies to arrange freights on 
the same scale as those obtaining between Hamburg or Antwerp 
and Jaffa. The through rates by the German railways and the 
‘Deutsche Levant Linie” enable goods to be brought from the 
interior of Germany and placed on the Palestine market with 
little addition to the cost. 


Building 
Materials. 


The import of hardware, which for a long time was stationary, has 
in the last 10 years increased tenfold—more 

Hardware. even than might have been expected from the 
increase of the population and of the demand 


for building accessories. 


There is an important trade carried on in enamelled goods, mostly 
of the cheaper quality. They are imported 
Enamelled Goods. principally from Germany and Austria-Hungary. 
Kettles, teapots, saucepans, dishes of all sizes 
and shapes, pails, &c., find a ready sale, being used by the Russian 
and other pilgrims who come to Jerusalem annually in thousands. 


Several gas engines for motive power, with anthracite nut coal as 
fuel, have been imported into Palestine during 

Gas Engines. the past year with successful results. The 
principal advantage that producer gas has over 

steam is economy in both fuel and water, and as J erusalem, like other 
towns in Palestine, depends on rain for its water supply the gas 
engine is obviously desirable. Oil engines have of late years been 
replacing the old waterwheels for irrigation purposes in the 800 or 
900 orange gardens in the neighbourhood of Jaffa, but if the some- 
what high price of petroleum is maintained the owners of new 
orchards and plantations will no doubt adopt gas instead of oil 
enpines. ‘The new gas engines introduced into Jerusalem and 
Jaffa are mostly of German manufacture, and in this connexion 
the Acting Consul remarks :—‘‘German firms have been more 
practical than others in pushing their manufactures. They employ 
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as agents mechanical engineers who put up the machinery, guarantee 
its good working for one year, and are able to supply all accessories 
from their own workshops, thus rendering the task of the native and 
inexperienced buyer easy and free from anxiety. British firms 
desirous of securing orders will do well to adopt the same method, 
or at least to send out experts to study the requirements of the 
buyers and prove by facts the superiority of the British-made 
articles.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,771.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

H.M. Consul at Chicago (Mr. A. Finn), in his report for 1906, 

states that the imports of salt into the United 

Salt. States in that year increased slightly, being 

170,505 tons, valued at 100,515, of which 

13,1621. went to Chicago direct, the whole of the latter coming 

from the United Kingdom. The Consul thinks that an active 

canvass of the United States market would have good results for 

British salt, as quantities are used in butter and oleomargarine for 

export, on which a drawback of duty paid can be obtained. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,774.) 


The British Vice-Consul at Kansas City (Mr. I. S. Young) reports 
that a very large amount of ready-made cotton 
apparel and other cheap cotton goods is im- 
ported from Germany. For these cheap goods 
there is a large demand.

BOARD OF TRADE ADVISORY COMMITTEE FOR THE 
IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


A meeting of the Board of Trade Advisory Committee for the 
Imperial Institute was held at the Offices of the Board of Trade 
at 3.30 p.m., on Friday, 10th May. 

There were present the Right Hon. the Lord James of Hereford, 
G.C.V.O. (Chairman), Sir Alfred Bateman, K.C.M.G., Mr. H. 
Llewellyn Smith, C.B., Mr. C. P. Lucas, C.B., Mr. T. W. Holder- 
ness, C.S.I., Sir E. C. Buck, K.C.S.1., Sir Thomas Elliott, K.C.B., 
Captain Muirhead Collins, C.M.G., and Mr. A. Wilson Fox, C.B. 
Professor Wyndham Dunstan, F.R.S., the Director of the Imperial 
Institute, was also in attendance. 

Reports on the work carried on in various departments of the 
Imperial Institute, which showed satisfactory progress, were con- 
sidered and agreed to.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Adrianople.-—H.M. Consul at Adrianople (Capt. L. L. R. Samson), 
in his report for 1906, says that a slight improvement in the 
position of British trade has taken place as compared with 
the year 1905. Greater attention has been paid to the vilayet by 
commercial travellers, and a larger number of trade enquiries are 
being received. Much, however, remains to be done if British 
merchants are to obtain a fair share of the trade in face of the 
activity shown by other nations, notably by Austria-Hungary, 
which derives so great an advantage from its geographical position. 

Capt. Samson calls attention to the easy terms of payment 
offered by our competitors, and, referring particularly to the sale 
of agricultural machinery, alludes to the attractions possessed by 
the instalment system which has been adopted by some sellers 
with apparent advantage to themselves. He also suggests the 
desirability of British firms dealing directly with local wholesale 
firms, as exporters from Austro-Hungary and Italy deal, instead of 
through Constantinople, more especially in view of the fact that 
the number of importers is exceedingly small. English, it must 
be borne in mind, is practically unknown in Adrianople. A very 
general desire, the Consul adds, appears to exist for an increase 
of trade relations with the United Kingdom, local merchants being 
fully aware of the superiority of British to other goods. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 3,767.)

“Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette” for 16th April 
last contains a notice issued by 
Director of Agriculture, on 15th April, 1907, 
stating that, with a view of preventing the 
introduction of the insect pest known as the 
Moth,” the Transvaal Government have decided to 


the Cape 


prohibit, from and after Ist May, 1907, the introduction of all con- 
signments of fruit of the apple and pear which show any indica- 
tion of being infected with the “‘ Codling Moth.” 

The arrangement hitherto obtaining, whereby consignments of 
the above-mentioned fruit were admitted into the Transvaal, pro- 
vided such consignments were not found to be infected with 
“Codling Moth ” to a greater extent than 3 per cent., is cancelled. 

It is further notified that, under the Transvaal Plant Import 


Regulations, consignments of the fruit above referred to, inter alia, 
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are liable to inspection, and, unless found to be free from insect 
pests and plant diseases, to treatment or destruction at their 
destination ; also that, owing to the recent discovery of various 
fungoid diseases in various parts of South Africa, the Transvaal 
Government is contemplating the careful inspection and treatment, 
if necessary, of such fruit as tomatoes and grapes, and of consign- 
ments of citrus fruit, in order to prevent the introduction or spread 
of “ scale.” 

It is pointed out that if packages of fruit are labelled in such a 
manner as to show the variety contained, delay in delivery will be 


prevented.

In January last the Customs Department issued a Circular 
prescribing that the portable engines for driving threshing 
machines of the several standard sizes must be within certain 
limits of nominal horse power, corresponding to the sizes of the 
machines in order to be dutiable under No. 167 (5) of the tariff at 
the rate of 75 copecks per poud. ‘The matter has, however, been 
reconsidered by a Committee, the recommendations of which are 
now awaiting the approval of the Minister of Finance. In lieu of 
giving a standard of nominal horse power, they contemplate a 
scale prescribing the heating surface of the engine which shall 
correspond to threshing machine drums of various widths. These 
recommendations are to the following effect :— 

I. (1) Portable engines connected with complex threshing 
machines or with steam ploughs, which have permanent apparatus 
for transport (not temporary, e.g., for the transit of portable 
engines to their destination), may be admitted under Section 5, 
Article 167 (75 copecks per poud) of the Customs Tariff. 

(2) In order that portable engines with threshing machines may 
be admitted under Section 5, Article 167 of the Tariff, the pro- 
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portion between the heating surface of the engines and the 
dimensions of the threshing machines must be as follows :—

(5) Portable engines connected with steam ploughs are distin- 
guished by a winch, for the winding of a wire cable, working the 
plough, and such a winch is generally situated under the boiler of 
the engine, but sometimes it is affixed to a separate stand or 
truck, adapted to portable engines. 


II. Steam self-propelled portable engines, when imported with 
the complex threshing machines and steam ploughs with which 
they are connected, will be admitted under Section 5, Article 167 
of the Tariff. Gas, petrol, benzine, &c., engines are not included 
in this provision. 

The winch for use with self-propelling steam portable engines 
in conjunction with steam ploughs, need not be imported with the 
engine itself, whether attached to it or separate.” 

H.M. Ambassador points out that the dimensions in square 
metres represent a maximum size in each case, and states that he 
has been assured that all portable steam engines smaller than 
those mentioned in the scale will be admitted under No. 167 (5) 
of the Tariff when imported with any threshing machine.

LIBERIA. 


The “ Sierra Leone Royal Gazette” for 30th March, 1907, con- 

hebben! Vik tains a copy of a Notice which has been issued 

Xportation 0" by the Liberian Government, respecting the 

manner. trade in rubber within the Liberian Republic. 

The Notice, which came into effect on the Ist April, provides 
(inter alia) as follows :— 

‘There shall be no longer any restriction or monopoly of the ex- 
port of rubber. 

All persons are henceforth free to export rubber from Liberia 
through the Customs-houses of the established ports of entry ; sub- 
iect to the payment of 12 cents (sixpence) per pound avoirdupois. 

All rubber exported is subject to inspection by the Customs 
authorities, and rubber grossly adulterated with foreign substances 
will not be passed by the Customs authorities for export. 

No person not an employee of the Liberian Rubber Corporation, 
Limited, shall be allowed to collect or trade in rubber taken from 
the public lands and forests of the Republic excert under license 
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issued by the Liberian Rubber Corporation, Limited, in accordance 
with its agreement with the Liberian Republic. The cost of these 
licenses is fixed at five dollars ; they are available for a period of 
twelve months and are renewable at the termination of that period. 

The coast belt of the Liberian Republic measured for a distance 
of twenty miles inland from the Atlantic coast comprises the 
region now thrown open to the public exploitation of rubber 
whether growing wild or cultivated. Within this belt it is not 
necessary to take out a license to trade in rubber nor to export the 
same, though all exported rubber is subject to export duty. Per- 
sons trading or dealing in rubber beyond this limit of twenty 
miles without license will be held to have contravened the Cus- 
toms laws of Liberia and will be subject to the penalties attached 
to smuggling, of which due notice has been given from time to 


time.

on the 4th May. The following is the complete English text of 
this Agreement :— 





ARTICLE I. 

In conformity with the authority conferred on the President 
of the United States in Section 3 of the Tariff Act of the United 
States approved 24th July, 1897, it is agreed on the part of the 
United States that the following products of the soil and 
industry of Germany imported into the United States shall, 
from and after the date when this Agreement shall be put in 
force, be subject to the reduced Tariff rates provided by said 
Section 3, as follows: 

Argols, or crude tartar, or wine lees, crude, five per centum 
ad valorem. 

Brandies, or other spirits manufactured or distilled from 
grain or other materials, one dollar and seventy-five cents per 
proof gallon. 

Champagne and all other sparkling wines, in bottles contain-

than one-half pint, three dollars per dozen; containing one-

jugs shall be subject to a duty of four cents per pint or 
fractional part thereof, but no separate or additional duty shall 
be assessed upon the bottles or jugs.

ArticteE II. 

It is further agreed on the part of the United States that the 
modifications of the Customs and Consular Regulations set 
forth in the annexed diplomatic Note and made a part of the 
consideration of this Agreement, shall go into effect as soon as 
possible and not later than from the date when this Agreement 
shall be put in force. 


ArtictE III. 

Reciprocally, the Imperial German Government concedes to 
the products of the soil and industry of the United States 
enumerated in the attached list upon their importation into 
Germany the rates of duty indicated therein.* 


ArTIcLE LY. 

The provisions of Articles I. and III. shall apply not only to 
products imported directly from the country of one of the 
contracting parties into that of the other, but also to products 
which are imported into the respective countries through a 
third country, so long as such products have not been subject 
to any further processes of manufacture in that country. 


ARTICLE VY. 
The present Agreement shall apply also to countries or terri- 
tories which are now or may in the future constitute a part of 
the Customs territory of either contracting party. 


ArtictE V1. 

The present Agreement shall be ratified by His Majesty the 
German Emperor, King of Prussia, as soon as possible, and 
upon official notice thereof the President of the United States 
shall issue his proclamation giving full effect to the respective 
provisions of this Agreement.

Market value as defined by section 19 of the Customs 
Administrative Act shall be construed to mean the export price 
whenever goods, wares, and merchandise are sold wholly for 
export, or sold in the home market only in limited quantities, 
by reason of which facts there cannot be established a market 
value based upon the sale of such goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise in usual wholesale quantities, packed ready for shipment 
to the United States. 

B. | 

Statements provided for in section 8 of the Customs 
Administrative Act are not to be required by consular officers 
except upon the request of the appraiser of the port, after 
entry of the goods. The Consular Regulations of 1896, para- 
graph 674, shall be amended accordingly. 


C. 

In reappraisement cases, the hearing shall be open and in 
the presence of the importer or his attorney, unless the Board 
of Appraisers shall certify to the Secretary of the Treasury 
that the public interest will suffer thereby; but in the latter 
case the importer shall be furnished with a summary of the 
facts developed at the closed hearing upon which the 
reappraisement is based. 

D. 


The practice in regard to “personal appearance before 
consul,” “original bills,” “declaration of name of ship,” shall

1. That the personal appearance before the consular officer 
shall be demanded only in excentional cases, where special 
reasons require a personal explanation. 

That the original bills are only to be requested in cases 
im invoices presented to the consular officer for authentica- 
tion include goods of various kinds that have been purchased 
from different manufacturers at places more or less remote 
from the consulate and that these bills shall be returned after 
inspection by the consular officer. 

3. That the declaration of the name of the ship in the invoice 
shall be dispensed with whenever the exporter at the time the 
invoice is presented for authentication is unable to name the 
ship. 

Paragraph 678 of such regulations, as amended Ist March, 
1906, shall be further amended by striking out the words: 

“Whenever the invoice is presented to be consulated 
in a country other than the one from which the 
merchandise is being directly exported to the United 
States.”

Special agents, confidential agents, and others sent by the 
Treasury Department to investigate questions bearing upon 
Customs administration shall be accredited to the German 
Government through the Department of State at Washington 
and the Foreign Office at Berlin, and such agents shall co- 
operate with the several chambers of commerce located in the 
territory apportioned to such agents. It is hereby understood 
that the general principle as to persone grate shall apply to 
these officials.

Excellency: Referring to the Commercial Agreement con- 
cluded this day between this Government and the Imperial 
German Government, I have the honour to inform you that 
the President of the United States authorises me to state that 
he will recommend to the Congress the enactment of an amend- 
ment of Section 7 of the Customs Administrative Act of 
10th June, 1890, as amended by Section 32, Act of 24th July, 
1897, so as to read as follows: 

Section 7. That the owner, consignee, or agent of any 
imported merchandise may, at the time when he shall make 
and verify his written entry of such merchandise, but not after- 
wards, make such addition in the entry to or such deductions 
from the cost or value given in the invoice, or pro forma 
invoice, or statement in form of an invoice, which he shall 
produce with his entry, as in his opinion may raise or lower 
the same to the actual market value or wholesale price of such 
merchandise at the time of exportation to the United States in 
the principal markets of the country from which the same has 
been imported; and the collector within whose district any 
merchandise may be imported or entered, whether the same 
has been actually purchased or procured otherwise than by 
purchase, shall cause the actual market value or wholesale 
price of such merchandise to be appraised; and if the appraised 

value of any article of imported merchandise subject to an 
ad valorem duty or to a duty based upon or regulated in any 
manner by the value thereof shall exceed the value declared in 
the entry by more than 10 per centum, there shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, in addition to the duties imposed by law on 
such merchandise, an additional duty of one per centum of the 
total appraised value thereof, for each one per centum in excess 
of 10 per centum that such appraised value exceeds the value 
declared in the entry, but the additional duties shall only apply 
to the particular article or articles in each invoice that are so 
undervalued, and shall not be imposed upon any article upon 
which the amount of duty imposed by law on account of the 
appraised value does not exceed the amount of duty that would 
be imposed if the appraised value did not exceed the entered 
value, and shall be limited to 25 per centum of the appraised 
value of such article or articles. Such additional duties shall

be construed to be penal and within the purview of Sections 
0292 and 5293, Revised Statutes, and Sections 17 and 18, Act, 
22nd June, 1874, and further shail be remitted in cases arising 
from unintentional or manifest clerical error; but these duties 
shall not be refunded in case of exportation of the merchandise 
nor shall they be subject to the benefit of drawback: Provided, 
That if the appraised value of any merchandise shall exceed the 
value declared in the entry by more than 35 per centum, 
except when arising from an unintentional or a manifest 
clerical error, such entry shall be held to be presumptively 
fraudulent, and the collector of customs may seize such 
merchandise and proceed as in the case of forfeiture for viola- 
tion of the customs laws;. and in any legal proceeding that may 
result from such seizure the undervaluation as shown by the 
appraisal shall be presumptive evidence of fraud, and the 
burden of proof shall be on the claimant to rebut the same, and 
forfeiture shall be adjudged unless he shall rebut such presump- 
tion of fraudulent intent by sufficient evidence. The forfeiture 
provided for in this section shall only apply to the particular 
article or articles which are undervalued: Provided further, 
That all additional duties, penalties, or forfeitures applicable to 
merchandise entered by a duly certified invoice shall be alike 
applicable to merchandise entered by a pro forma invoice 
or statement in the form of an invoice. The duty shall 
not, however, be assessed in any case upon an amount less than 
the entered value.

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT, 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


H.M. Embassy at Vienna has forwarded a memorandum on the 
roposed new harbour works at Trieste, from 
Harbour Works which the following is taken :— 
tenho The inadequate nature of the harbour works 
at Trieste. at Trieste has always formed an obstacle in the 
way of the free development of the Austro-Hungarian export 
trade, the steady increase in which has recently drawn especial 
attention to the insufficiencies of the principal port of the dual 
Monarchy. It is universally admitted in commercial circles that 
the requirements of an ever-growing traffic towards the south must 
be met by a corresponding enlargement and improvement of the 
port of Trieste. 

This question has recently been taken up actively by the 
Government, and the Austrian Minister of Commerce, Dr. Forscht, 
accompanied by a number of experts, has visited Trieste with the 
object of studying the subject and of conferring with the Municipal 
and Maritime Authorities as to the nature and extent of the 
improvements to be undertaken. The discussion of the new pro- 
jects is beset with considerable difficulties owing to the fact of 
many conflicting commercial interests being at stake, but the 
matter is one which will not be allowed to drop and it may be con- 
fidently anticipated that a definite decision will be arrived at before 
long as to the nature and scope of the improvements. In the 
meanwhile new harbour works are already in course of construction 
and are being pushed on as rapidly as possible.

ECUADOR: 


H.M. Consul at Guayaquil (Mr. A. Cartwright) reports that 

attention has been recently called to the effect 

Port Dues. of Article 64 in the Custom House Tariff law 

(see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 10th May, 

1906, p. 277), which was passed by the Ecuadorian Congress of 

1905, and came into operation on Ist January, 1906. The article 
reads as follows :— 

‘Vessels which enter the ports of the Republic shall pay for 
every ton (weight or measurement) of cargo discharged a tax of 
10 cents of a sucre (23d.) for each lighthouse which exists at the 
port they enter.” 

Formerly all vessels used to pay upon the net register tonnage, 
as is the custom in nearly all South American countries. 

The effect of the article is that, at present, a vessel in ballast 
enters free of light dues, and one fully loaded frequently has to pay 
upon a larger tonnage than its net register. Mr. Cartwright adds 
that the attention of the Government has been called to this article 
of the law, and it will probably be reformed in the next legislature, 
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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 
BRITISH INDIA. 


The “Times of India” quotes from the Madras Forest Admini- 
stration Report for 1906 an account of the 


sider een in development of the mica mines in Nellore. 
0 on see At the commencement of the year there were 


31 sanctioned mines, and during the year 
another 34 were sanctioned, whilst the sanction to five was 
cancelled or relinquished; there were also 29 prospecting licences 
in force. ‘These mines already produce about a quarter of the 
world’s total output of mica, and there is reason to believe that 
with more economical working the output could be considerably 
increased. At present the working is entirely in the hands of 
native miners; but at one mine a European mining engineer has 
recently been engaged, and he has adopted a form of more 
methodical working with beneficial results. 

During the year a great demand for what is known as “ flimsy 
mica” came from Germany, where a patent had been taken out for 
the manufacture of sheets of this material, which is the product 
mostly of the débris heaps cemented together with a patent cement, 
and it is alleged that for all practical purposes connected with 
electrical appliances these manufactured sheets are as good as the 
large natural sheets. During the year 1906 the quantity of mica 
produced was double that of the year before: the quantity of flimsy 
mica produced was six times that of 1905, namely, 326,000 lbs., 
against 55,000 lbs. ‘The estimated value of the mica consigned 
from the mines was Rs. 38,60,000 in 1906, as ayainst Rs, 6,88,000 
in the preceding year. 





SOUTH AFRICA: 


According to the South African Trade Journal (Cape Town), 
graphite deposits, which are described as of an 
extensive and valuable character, have been 
discovered in the Rustenburg district of the 
Transvaal, and a company has been formed in 
Johannesburg with the object of exploiting this mineral. The 
operations of the company will consist not merely in recovering 
and exporting the graphite, but in the manufacture of a patent 
graphite grease for which it is expected there will be a large 
demand for the machinery at the mines.

for domestic purposes, for close upon 20 years, has now decided to 
suppress liquid fuel in favour of coal, and it is reported that the 
administration of the railway has even gone so far as to issue 
orders that all locomotive and other furnaces should be forthwith 
converted for the use of coal fuel.

GERMANY, 


The British Vice-Consul at Chemnitz (Mr. F. H. Felkin) reports 
- that interest in the tin mines of the Erzgebirge 
—e tly been revived. On the Saxon sid 
Sengshdern. las recently been revived. On the Saxon side 
these are situated at Geyer, Schénfeld, Schwar- 
zenberg, Seiffen, Zinnwald and Ehrenfriedersdorf, and, on the 
Bohemian side, at Platten, Barringen, Neudeck and Joachimsthal. 
These mines flourished in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
Ehrenfriedersdorf, for instance, producing 100,000 cwts. in the 
course of 165 years. The mines began to be abandoned when the 
South American deposits were discovered.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Portland, Maine (Mr. J. B. Keating) 
mS EE has forwarded some: interesting facts in regard 
Silk a ae to the development of silk manufacture in the 
"Y: United States since the year 1870. In that 
year the value of silk goods of all kinds manufactured in the 
country amounted to only 2,442,132/., while the importations for 
the same year amounted to 4,344,196/., almost double the value 
of the home production. 

In the year 1900 the value of silk goods imported was 5,360,7071. 
and the value of those manufactured in the United States was 
31,451,252/., or four times the value of the goods imported. In 
1900 there were 483 silk mills in the United States, with a com- 
bined capital of 16,219,4551., and giving employment to 65,416 
hands. At the present time over 79,000 hands are employed in 
this industry. In 1870 the number of yards of silk goods manu- 
factured in the country was 1,026,422 yards, against 97,940,935 
yards in 1900. According to mercantile reports the United States 
in 1900 stood third in the countries of the world in the manufac- 
ture of silk goods. 

In 1900. there was imported into the country 11,259,310 lbs. of 
raw silk, valued at 8,909,935/., or very nearly 16s. perlb. Raw 
silk, at the present time, costs about 18s. per lb. The attempt 
has been made many times to cultivate the silkworm in the United 
States, but with indifferent success.

SPAIN. 


H.M. Consular officers write as follows with regard to the fruit or 
vegetable crops named in their respective 


Crop Reports.. districts :— 
The British Vice-Consul at Valencia(Mr. E. R. 


Harker) states that the frost of early February proved to have 
damaged the orange crop to a considerable degree, and it is 
estimated that fully 50 to 60 per cent. of the fruit in the Valencia 
district has been rendered unfit for shipment. 

H.M. Consul at Teneriffe (Mr. J. E. Croker) writes that the 
present tomato crop is above the average, both as regards quantity 
and quality, notwithstanding the fact that in some districts large 

uantities of the fruit have perished from disease. The prices 

lately obtained in England have been low, owing doubtless to 
large consignments and rumours of over-production in the Canary 
Islands. 

The British Vice-Consul at Denia (Mr. J. R. Morand) reports 
that the rise in temperature during March has much advanced the 
blossoming of the vines as well as the growth of cereals for early 
seeds, but the rather protracted drought is beginning to tell on 
those planted in the poorer lands. The high prices realised for 
onions last season has led to considerable development in the 
cultivation of the trade in this article, and there is promise of a 


very abundant crop. 
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MISCELLANEOUS,

According to a report in the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ”* 
for May, based on 2,704 employment returns

April. 1907 ployers, and a large number of returns of 
pr’ a non-statistical character received from 


employers’ associations, trade unions, local correspondents and 
other sources, employment on the whole continued good in April. 
There was a general improvement in the metal, engineering, 
shipbuilding, and textile trades, and a seasonal improvement in 
the building and clothing trades. In the printing and book- 
binding trades there was a slight decline. 

As compared with a year ago most of the principal industries 
showed an improvement. 

The changes in rates of wages reported in April resulted in 
a net weekly rise of over 12,0001. 

In the 273 Trade Unions, with an aggregate membership of 
619,591, making returns, 20,310 (or 3°35 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of April, 1907, as compared with 3°6 
per cent. at the end of March, 1907, and 3°7f per cent. at 
the end of April, 1906. 


The number of bales of cotton imported into the United Kingdom 
during the week ended the 9th May, 1907, 
Cotton Statistics. was 128,149 (including 722 bales British West 
African), and the number imported during the 
nineteen weeks ended the 9th May was 2,593,269 (including

H.M. Legation at Copenhagen have forwarded a copy of a Law that 
has been passed by the Rigsdag, introducing 
certain modifications in the rules concerning 
the taxation of foreign life insurance companies 
conducting business in Denmark.

An 
important clause in the contract directs that within a period of 
two years, an establishment for the sale of the canned products of 
the fisheries shall be opened in the capital. This clause farther 
stipulates that not less than 26 per cent. of the preserved products 
of the factory shall thus be placed on sale, and that they shall be 
sold at prices not exceeding half those at which similar imported 
foreign products are sold in the City of Mexico. 

The contract also provides that all the machinery necessary for 
preserving the fish, and for the manufacture of the various pack- 
ages in which it may be offered for sale, shall be allowed to enter 


free of duty.

Guayule Rubber relating to the guayule rubber industry in 
Factory a Mexico, H.M. Consul at Mexico City (Mr. L. J. 
Ciudad Juarez. Jerome) has forwarded a cutting from the 
‘‘ Mexican Herald ” stating that the first guayule plant to be built 
in the state of Chihuahua will shortly be erected in Ciudad Juarez. 
The plant will have a capacity for treating fifteen tons of the shrub 
daily, and will have an output of 4,500 pounds of crude rubber 
every twenty-four hours. Arrangements have been made to secure 
guayule from lands in the States of Coahuila and Chihuahua. The 
process to be used at the plant is purely mechanical, no chemicals 
being used. The rubber is extracted by a steam rolling and 


rubbing motion.

detailed tables showing the quantity and value of the imports and 
exports of each article from and to each country: figures are given 
in each case not only for the year 1906, but for each of the four 
preceding years. ‘l'he return contains an introductory statement 
showing the basis on which the tables are compiled, and giving an 
outline of their scope and arrangement. Statistics of the imports 
and exports of coin and bullion from and to each country are given 
in separate tables at the end of the volume. 


Several alterations have been made in the classification of 
imports and exports. In the import tables manufactured fuel is 
now shown separately, and the headings for electrical goods and 
apparatus, machinery belting, metals and ores, oil cloth, starch, 
wool, &c., have been sub-divided in greater detail than was tormerly 
the case. The statements of the exports of the following classes 
of goods are also shown in greater detail, viz., electrical goods 
and apparatus, fish, machinery belting, oil, oil cloth, meat, tobacco 
and snuff, wool, &c. 


Vol. II. of this statement will include tables of imports and 
exports of the United Kingdom, arranged under the countries 
from and to which they were shipped, as well as the imports and 


exports at each port, Xc. 
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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE: 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “‘ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘l'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 

South Australia——The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. HE. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. 

The South Australian Government intend very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent's Department,

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1908. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘The “‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
